Rock county 
does better than that usually, bavins 
an acreage of something like 39 bu^h- 
elB per acre.

Trie boys in the acre contest have 
hod a much higher average, and a 
careful study of their methods ana 
the results has convinced the writer 
that their seed, which was all pure 
bred end tested, is the most important 
factor in their increased yield. 
We will suppose, however, that the 
farmer loses only one bushel per acre 
from using untested seed, or in round 
numbers that he gets from untested 
seed an 80 per cent stand crop. 
Sui- 
istics compiled in various states gives 
his as an average. 


A rock county farmer planting forty 
acres with untested seed will really 
lave corn growing on but thirty-two 
acrea, for all through his forty acres 
will be little vacant spots which will 
as far as their yield is concerned 
amount to eight acres. He will be 
paying rent or interest on these eight 
icrea and he must carefully cultivate 
:hem, but he gets no return from 
hem. 
With tested corn he should at least 


•et .1 SO per cent stand, which will re- 
duce his unproductive space by hair, 
and if we use the United States figures 
this will give him an increase of 3 <.a 
bushels. That's pretty close to 100 
bushels It really does not look jts 
though when seed corn is high the 
farmer can afford to 
buy corn to 
throw away, for that which tests out 
is good for feeding. 
Of that which is 
put into the ground on the guess that 
it will grow, 20 per cent is wasted. 
It does not seem economical when
